We 
(ventured a prediction ourselves and 
Mr. Hill's soeech bore us out to the 
lull. As we have before said, it was 
fm able speech and one that must show 
the local democrats the absurdity of 
having a man like Bryan for a. presi- 
idential candidate when there are men 
like Hill to be had. But we have also 
called attention to the ingenuity dis- 
played by Mr. Hill in avoiding, more 
than one important point that was dis- 
fcgreeable to him and all conservative 
Democrats, and also to that oeculiar 
transparency of manner «nd treatment 
0f his subject matter which disclosed 
the distastefulness of his job in suo- 
fcKHtlng Bryan and the Kansas City 
fslatform 
Mr. Hill Is on the stump 


because he must be "regular" If he 
'liopes for anything in the future, and 
that he has high hopes for the future 
Is betrayed by his conduct on and off 
•the platform. Mr. Hill is too evident- 
ly figuring on 1904. 
; But, in th« nature of things, can Mr. 
SUll capture the democratic nomina- 
tion for the presidency In 1904, whether 
Bryan be defeated this time or not. 
JWe doubt it. The democratic party 
fcas been radically changed by the man 
(from Nebraska. True it has been de- 
•cending for many years and Cleve- 
land gave it the last push needed on 
the downward course. Cleveland, him- 
•jielf, was not a man to take his party 
(to the level to which Bryan brought, 
Imt he wag while president a man who 
regarded himself greater than Sis 
party, ruled with a. high hand and bv 
Ills imperiousness drove the affections 
(of the mass of 1 is party away from 
blm and from his associates and suii- 
Jporters. The time was ripe for Bryan, 
Who came as one destined to bringback 
to the rank and file the power that 
•bould be theirs. Bryan \vas listened 
to and nominated because he appeared 
•le be closer to the humble private in 
the ranks, and his vagaries were main- 
ly overlooked. But In his nomination. 
the democrats took in all the new radi- 
calism that was growing in the west 
fcnd today the democratic party is so 
Changed that It doe.* not recognize It- 
*elf. This change has cast the TJnitcd 
States politically in a new mould The 
iwest is now and is likely to remain 
fthe r»»al stronghold of the now democ- 
racy. In fact it woula not be strange 
If the new democracy Jhould so con- 
duct itself as to break the solid south 
In the very near future. But that Is a 
(comparatively remote contingency. 


The heart of the new dmocracy be- 


ing west and the character of the new 
Bemocracy partaking so much of the 
BuaJIties of the populists It is difficult 
to see how an eastern man like Hill 
la to win for himself the democratic 
presidential nomination.

of Illinois, for Instance, is far 


i likely to be chosen the democrat- 


Ex-President Harrison has at last 


spoken and has given cold encourage- 
ment to those anti-administration men 
who have been counting him among 
the opponents of McKinley. Mr. Har- 
rison questions the constitutionality of 
the Porto Rican tariff law, but feels, 
as all other men do, that this auestion 
is one for the supreme court to decfde. 
Following his reference to this matter 
he says in the authoritative interview: 


"The general reasons I gave in my 


Carnegie hall speech In 1896, why Mr. 
Bfsran should not be elected still hold 
good with me. His election would, I 
think, throw government and business 
affairs into confusion. "We should not 
aid the election of a president who 
would, admittedly, if he could, destroy 
the gold standard and other things 
that we value even more, upon the de- 
ceptive suggestion that he has been 
bound and that the republican party 
will, after defeat, still have strength 
enough to save the temple. It will be 
much better not to allow the man with 
destructive tendencies so much as to 
lean against its pillars.

"Perhaps it will save you much trou- 


ble, if I give you and underwrite as of 
this date, this extract from my Car- 
negie hall speech: 


" 'When we have a president who be- 


lieves that it is neither his right nor his 
duty to see that the mail trains are 
not obstructed, and that Interstate 
commerce has its free way, Irrespective 
of state lines, and courts that fear to 
use their ancient and familiar writs to 
restrain and punish lawbreakers, free 
trade and free silver will be appropi 
ate accompaniments of such an admin- 
istration and cannot, add appreciably 
to the national distress or the national 
dishonor.' 


"The economic policies of the re- 


publican party have been vindicated by 
the remarkable and general prosperity 
that has developed during Mr. McKln- 
ley's administration—succeeding a pe- 
riod of great depression. A change of 
administration this fall would almost 
certainly renew conditions from which 
we have so happily escaped. The full 
dinner bucket is not a sordid emblem. 
It has a spiritual significance for the 
spiritually minded. 
It means more 


comfort for the wife and family, more 
schooling and less work for the chil- 
dren, and a margin of saving for sick- 
ness and old age."

Dwelling- at length on his thought he 
declared that industrial prosperity was 
at the bottom of all advancement, 
that when men had to use up all the 
powers in the struggle- for something 
to eat and something to wear that they 
failed in tne mg-iier social development. 
It was only, he said, when by reason- 
able expenditure of energy they were 
able to support themselves and famil- 
ies that there was room in their bein 
for the lodgment of an appeal to hith- 
er things. Hence he wanted full stom- 
achs aid well-covered backs as the 
foundation for an advanced society.

The mails are still conveyed 
for the most part upon the heads and 
backs of native postmen.

Two Box- 
ers were beheaded and two were shot. 


"The police of tbe city to under tb* 


English chief of police, a captain In 
the army, who has for assistants Jap- 
anese, French, English and American 
officers. It makes a most cosmopoli- 
tan men that site down for tiffin in 
the banquet hall of the viceroys pal- 
ace. Indeed, it is a study to see all th* 
different uniforms assembled there. 
English Is the language spoken. 


The government of the Inner, wall- 


ed or Chinese city, as It is variously 
colled, to a most interesting lesson la 
military government The city la drrid- 
ed tip into four sections, each havtuf 
a gate, for, like most Chinese cities, 
there is a gate for each of the cardinal 
points. The Russians, Japs, Ameri- 
cans and English have each a quarter 
of the city to police. Each nationality 
has 100 troops quartered in the center 
of ita part of the city for this purpose. 
The Russians have 200 troops, as they 
have the northwestern, from which an 
attack was considered most probable 
and where the most lawless element is. 
At each gate there I* a military gnard, 
and patrols are out night and day, all 
having strict orders to allow no loot- 
Ing and to arrest suspicious people. 


"In the center of the city the large 


tower that gives a good view of the 
mrronnding country is also garrisoned 
In rotation by the different nationali- 
ties. And to furnish greater protec- 
tion native police dressed in fantastic 
garb may be seen at nearly every block. 
They are vouched for by the most 
trustworthy of tbe Chinamen of the 
quarter, but are really little more than 
coolies dressed up in uniform. Detach- 
ed posts are now being scattered all 
over the different points of the city, 
consisting of ten foreign soldiers and 
ten native troops or policemen. The 
natives of course are armed only with 
a club, and since they have little back- 
bone it is hoped that the foreign troops 
will supply that Of course all the for- 
eign troops are armed, and at night no 
one is allowed out It is a frightened 
coolie that ventures out after dark, 
and if he goes near a gate you can hear 
him crying out, 'Cooly, cooly, cooly!' 
long before be reaches the sentinel, 
and well he may, as it does not take 
much to make a sentry fire. Tbe Rus- 
sians and French are almost sure to 
open up a fusillade some time during 
every night. 


"The Americans have won high 


praise for their efficient police work, 
their chief success being In raiding 
opium joints. The number of these 
that have been looted to nearly 100. 
The Japs bold their own, however. In 
their cheerful, resolute way they can 
be seen very frequently strolling along 
through the city streets. They seem to 
enjoy it all, and they stop to investi- 
gate anything that has aroused their 
curiosity. They are most serious. Tbe 
first time that one sees them salute is 
eomewhat of a shock. 
They stand 


stock still and raise their hand, so that 
you think they have a message for 
you. But soon the surprise wears off, 
since they are most punctilious about 
saluting, and they are quite numerous. 
I saw their quarters in the Chinese 
city and was struck with tbe clean- 
ness and comfort there. It was an old 
temple that had been chosen, and the 
straw mats spread in front of tbe dif- 
ferent shrines with the little Japs 
stretched out on them dozing made a 
very pleasant sight. The Japs are very 
popular with our men and seem to get 
along very well with the Chinese also. 
I was much amused to see the enjoy- 
ment a little Jap got out of feeding a 
coolie grasshoppers. 
He would give 


the coolie one, aod as It was greedily 
eaten the Jap would sputter away to 
show how he wouldn't eat such a thing 
and then smile brightly, as if it was 
the best joke in the world. I was half 
tempted myself, though, to follow the 
coolie's example, as the hoppers didn't 
look half bad, browned as they were, 
They looked as If they had been cook- 
ed in molasses."

stood the operation well, and this af- 
ternoon' was slightly improved in con- 
dition. Unless complications set in, it 
is believed that he will rec'over. 


Good Work for Sheriff Fuller 


From the Pitts-field Eagle: 
The annual report of Sheriff Fuller, 


which he is required by law to make to 
the state prison commissioners, is 
worth more than passing comment, es- 
pecially because it shows that the 
sheriff is conducting county affairs 
along economical lines and at 
the 


same time giving the inmates of the 
county jail as good food and care as 
they have ever had. 


His figures show that for the past 


year the per capita for keeping pris- 
oners has been $172.62. aguinst $195.28 
for the preceding year, a saving of $22 
per year on each prisoner and as the 
average niumber of prisoners is about 
100, the saving is some $2200 for 
the 


year. 


This has been accomplished by the 


sheriff without being niggardly, but 
simply by applying thought and good 
business judgment in doing the work 
placed in his charge. At no time in the 
history of the county jsfll has the 
p^perty beem in better condition, more 
cleanly or more creditable to- the county 
than now. Mr. Fuller's record as a 
competent sheriff was established long 
before this of course, but it seems that 
he does not appear to "weary in well 
doing." 


Death of William Kenley 


William Kenley, aged 77 years, was 


found dead in his room at the city 
farm this morning a little before 6 
o'clock. Medical Examiner Brown was 
notified and viewed the body. There 
was nothing particular to indicate the 
cause of death, whicn was iri all prob- 
ability due to heart disease. This was 
the opinion 'of the medical examiner 
and also of Dr. Millard, the city physi- 
cian, who had attended the old man 
since he had been at the farm. 


It will be recalled that Mr. Kenley 


started to come into the city One day 
last week and fainted after walking 
from the farm over to the street rail- 
road, where he was to have taken! the 
car.

He then 
left him and nothing more was known 
of his condition till he was found dead. 


Mr. Kenley had lived in this city for 


many years-. He was anl iron m'oulder 
by trade and formerly carried on the 
foundry on Houghton street. He was 
also employed for many years at the 
Hunter foundry. He was a veteran of 
the civil war and a member x>f Hop- 
kins post of Willlamstown. He had 
been at the city farm four or fl-e years. 
When) the news of his death reached 
the city this morning the flag at monu- 
ment square was placed at half-staff. 


Mr. Kenley leaves- one son. who lives 


at Cedar Rapids, Iowa. 


The funeral will take place tWday 


afternoon at 3 o'clock at

Tbe cotton crop of 1900 In Oklahoma 


territory is coming to market The big 
cotton compress -at Oklahoma City, 
with Its acres of storage platform*, is 
In the hands of cleaners and repairers 
and in s. few days will have received 
enough b:dcs to warrant starting the 
eagiuoi, t.aj-8 the Chicago Record's cor- 
respondent, writing uader the date of 
Sept. 27. The gins in the country dis- 
tricts farther south began running last 
.•week, but those here are yet receiving 
repairs and will wait a few days lon- 
ger. Then the rash will be on, and the 
big crop with which the territory Is 
blessed this season will roU in. The 
southern fields are particularly fine, as 
there was less damage from the hot 
winds than farther north. The rains 
that gave the crop a needed moistening 
In that section also made a more per- 
fect quality. So that oa the whole the 
crop Is going to average well—much 
better than was expected .when tb« 
plant was'Immature. 


Cotton ia becoming a leading product 


of Oklahoma. When the territory was 
opened, no one thought of It as a pos- 
sible product, but five years' trial has 
shown that it will grow as far north as 
the Kansas line, and each season sees 
an increase in the acreage. This has 
been especially so this year, for the 
price is something to make the farm- 
er's heart glad. 


At Nornmu last week the farmers 


who came Into tbe cotton.gins with 
their wagon loads of fluffy balls re- 
ce!ve4 tbe rnagnlflcen^ price of $9.15 a 
hundred for the crop. A few were fa- 
vorefl with extra fine quality and re- 
ceived 10 cents a pound. This Is mar- 
velous to the cotton raiser. Last year 
he received 6 and T cents and thought 
he was in luck. The year before he 
got 4 to 6 cants, and even that was 
above the usual figure of the preceding 
seasons. Men talked of 3 cent cottoa 
and shook their heads. 


Down at TTaeo, Tex., a big meeting 


of cotton growers was called, and a 
plea was issued to every farmer In the 
cotton sectioa of the south aud south- 
west to cut down his acreage 50 per 
cent. 
But . the farmer trusted his 


neighbors to do that while he went on 
as usual. Then, when the price was so 
low, 
hundreds of acres of Oklahoma 


cotton were plowed up because 'the 
farmer could not afford the expense 
of harvesting, hauling and ginning and 
have anything left to pay for his own- 
labor. But in 1898 Oklahoma raised 
140,000 bales and received therefor 
$5,000,000. 
In 1890 tbe decrease in 


acreage cut tbe yield down to 100,000 
bales, and yet, as the turn in price hat] 
coroe, there was nasrly as much paid 
to tho fEraier?. 
They took courage 


again, and when the boom in prices 
kept eu through the winter they were 
more enthusiastic than ever. 


The cotton is planted in April, and 


this year the acreage increased consid- 
erably over that of 1899. _The exact 
amount of tho Increase is not known 
because the territorial reports are not 
yet In. A leading dealer-here estimates 
It at 30 per cent. 


The price of labor Is also higher. 


When cotton was 4 and 5 cents, tbe 
pickers received on 50 cents a hundred 
for their work. 
Now they demand 


and receive To cents. The best pickers 
make $2 to $2.50 a day. The farmers 
who have large families naturally lead 
In cotton raising, for the children can 
materially assist in tbe work. They 
can do little at the seeding, which la 
now done mostly with a drill, but later, 
when the weak plants are to be chop- 
ped out to gjve the stronger ones a 
chance, and iu the fall, w'hen picking 
3s in order, they are in their element. 
The teachers are the ones wh'o object, 
for cotton picking and school come to- 
gether, and the children are more like- 
ly to be in the field than at the desk. 


The colored population of the coun- 


try districts is not large; iience there 
Is not tbe same help from the colored 
pickers as in the south. It Is the lack 
of cheap help that cripples the cotton 
raiser and makes it difficult for him to 
keep pace with the southern producer. 


For several years the cotton raisers 


have endeavored to secure a cotton mill 
In this city, but thus far without avail. 
They point out that It is a big waste 
to pay freight on cotton in one direc- 
tion and on cotton goods in another 
and <?all attention to tbe fact that a 
cotton mill would be at the very door 
of the large and growing population of 
the transmississlppl country. But as 
yet the cotton dealers go on shipping 
out cotton. Much of the Oklahoma 
product goes to .Tapan and Europe. 
Curiously the former shipments go by 
waj of the Northern Pacific, usually 
taking the Chicago route from here. 
Very little goes via Galvestoji, the At- 
lantic coast exporters taking the Euro- 
pean shipments. 


"Tha trouble with the cotton mill 


propuHitlou," said a lending dealer 
here, "is that we hffve no local capital 
sufficient to build one, and eastern cap- 
italists -won't invest unless the home 
people do as well. The Texas people 
understand that 
They are building 


amis ail over luat. biaie. A uuzea wili 
be in operation by the end of the year, 
but local capital had to do It Eastern 
mill owners are close to eastern invest- 
ors, and they discourage all efforts of 
this kind. 
'la cno town a company was formed 


with 
Sioonr^o capita'., divided Into 


'finares'otf $» eiyib. TSese were sold ai 
personal subscription, and small In- 
vestors were urged to take them on tb« 
basis of building and lean payments. 
They paid 10 per cent down and $1 a 
month thereafter so Vug as the assess- 
ments should be needed or until tbt 
stock was at par. It Is estimated by 
promoters of the mill that It will pay 
80 to 50 per cent per annum on Its cost 
through having tho hearty local sup- 
port of tho people of the town. This is 
what other towns can do, and it may 
l>c Unit Oklahoma City will see the ad-

but not this year." 


The opening of tbff Oomanebe and 


Klowa reservation will add about TOO,- 
000 acres of cotton land to Oklahoma. 
This land all lies south of the Wash Ita 
river and borders on Texas. Wichita 
mountains take" up some of the land, 
but their influence on the climate, sof- 
tening tbe high south winds, is consid- 
ered. It is the judgment of experi- 
enced surveyors and cattlemen who 
know tbe country thoroughly that, 
though farther west than the eastern 
half of Oklahoma, th« new reservation 
will be fully as fertile and raise as 
good cotton as any section of the terri- 
tory. The Texan knows this, and he is 
coming across tbe Bed river In num- 
bers. He is a cotton raiser and will 
make a part of every farm on which 
b.e settles when the grand rush takes 
place a cotton fteld. 


This means much to the cotton in- 


dustry, for it adds to the probabilities 
of cotton mills and warrants a growth 
In tbe number of gins. Scores of coun- 
try gins are now found in operation, 
nearly every neighborhood hnvine one. 
The farmer thus gets bis cotton in 
bales before taking it to the railway 
station to markpt. 


Very picturesque are some of the 


teams that come in with the product 
Land that will not produce one-half 
bale to the acre is the exception, while 
full bales are common yields. As a 
bale is 500 pounds, the profit Is consid- 
erable. Few of the wheat fawners can 
get so much for their laud. Cotton at 
9 cents IB a bonanza. 


In Kovamn, El Reno, this city and 


other places are cottonseed mills. 
These mills take the seed that the gin 
removes froia the cotton, extract the 
oil nnd grind up tLe remainder into an 
excellent cattle food. The feeders, who 
find it difficult to get enough corn at a 
price to make beef, utilize this excel- 
laut fattener. Nearly all mix it with 
their .cattle ration and find it invalua- 
ble. It Is shipped all over the nation, 
nnd its use is, especially In the wes*. 
becoming more an-1 more common. 


The cottonseed mills gin the cottoa 


for tbe farmer, retaining the seed and 
giving him a bonus, $1 a bag usually. 
He is more apt- to take it to a gin, how- 
ever, and either feed his seed or sell 
it at one-half cent or more a pounc1. 
The compress puts the 35 cubic feet of 
the gin bale into a space of 20 cubic 
feet, and then it goes on its mission, 
having furnished both wealth and food 
to tbe producer. Out of no other crop 
does the farmer receive so much real 
good while prices remain as now. 


The future of cotton depends largely 


on price, but with a fair figure Okla- 
homa will, with its virgin soil and ex- 
panding territory, have much advan- 
tage over the southern states. When 
the new reservations are added to its 
boundaries, it is estimated that the 
territory can, if properly developed, 
raise as much cotton as Georgia,though 
it will bo more difficult, owing to the 
necessity of hand labor and the expen- 
siveness of it in the territory.

Some New York l/nke, 


The steamship Acara. \vliieh arrivecl 


the other night from po.ii iu Ch.nn, 
brought a sampau, cr ualive rowber.t, 
consigned to Ulysses D. Eddy of New 
York. The sampan, wliich is the first 
ever brought' to the United States, is 
probably the most gaudy and peculiar 
craft to be used in these -waters, saya 
the New York Sun. She is about 30 
feet long and is 8 feet wide at her 
greatest breadth. She is built of heavy 
native timber, but is so nicely designed 
as to have an easy and graceful ap- 
pearance. 


The stem, which rises high above 


the water line, broadens out and ia 
gayly painted with blue, red, blacls 
arid green. The bow tapers gracefully 
and is also decorated. Two large wood- 
en eyes protrude, one on either side 
of the bow, and give the craft a fish- 
like appearance.

ADAMS 


ERECTED CELTIC CROS3. 


Rev. J. F. Mahar formerly of this 


town has just had erected in the Catho- 
lic cemetery at Stockbridge 
a, fine 


Celtic cross which is the second of its 
kind to be erected in Berkshire county. 
The cross has been placed in a circular 
lot, 30 feet irt diameter, situated in the 
center of the cemetery. The material 
of the cross closely resembles that of 
the Italian marble and was furnished 
by the Ashley Falls marble company 
The cross is of three pieces— the base 


k die and cross. 


The base is five feet by four feet four 


Inches and one foot eight inches high. 
The die is three feet 10 inches by three 
feet two inches, and four feet high. The 
cross itself is one foot 10 infches by one 
foot two inches on the bottom. The 
arms of the cross are 3% feet across. 
The cross itself is nine feet eight inches 
Sn height. The entire height, Including 
the base and die, is 15 feet four inches. 


The front of the cross is of elaborate 


carving, raised inl a panel and surround 
ed by a bead. The carving consists of 
endless bands and rope, which form a 
cross. In the center of this rope cross 
Is a chalice cross and anchor. 


The initial letters A. M. D. G. on the 


circle stand for the Latin words, "Ad 
ilajorem Dei Gloriam."

Evidence That They Are Dis- 


tributers of Malaria Germs. 


DANGEROUS EXPEBIMEHTIH ITALY

Last May It wt» announced that an 


experiment won to be made under the 
auspice* of th« Britlib colonial office 
to test the truth of the mosquito the- 
ory of malaria, says the London corre- 
spondent of the-'New York Sun, writ- 
ing under the date of Sept. 21. Acting 
under the advice of Dr. Hanson and 
the council of the London School of 
Tropical Medicine, Mr. Chamberlain. 


London In . first and Meood week* 
of July, the roeoad at to* rad of Angujt 
and th« iut during tb* Mcond w«*k of 
thl« month. Mr. Manaon nmatnad la 
ptrftct health until tb« morning of th« 
18th ln«t, wh«n he WM suddenly at- 
tacked by headache, bone acbe, lati- 
tude and IOM of appetite, with rlM of 
temperature to 102 degrees. 
On the 


Uth there wai a distinct* InUrmlailou 
during the forenoon. High fever, with 
temperature of 104 degree*, Mt in 
•bout 4 p. m., with delirium, and was 
relieved during the night by proftue 
penplratlon. The tame aeries of events 
recurred on the 16th, and on the morn- 
ing of the 17th tertian parasites were 
found In bis blood. The nature of the 
Illness was verified, and the parasites 
were seen not only by Dr. Manson him- 
self, but by several other competent 
observers, among whom w*re Dr. Fred- 
eric Taylor, Mr. Watson Cheyne, F. B. 
8.; Lieutenant Colonel Baker, 1. M. B.; 
Dr. Galloway, Mr. James Oantlle and 
Dr. Oswald Brown. 


Mr. Manson's fever la considered to 


be due probably to the mosquitoes 
which bit him in August, The. delay 
In the appearance of the symptoms 
may have been due either to the con- 
dition of the Insects which first at- 
tacked him or, more probably, to the 
need for some lapse of time after the 
parasites were introduced into his 
blood before they had multiplied suffi- 
ciently to become effective causes of 
fever. Mr. Manson is not likely to sus- 
tain any permanent injury or incon- 
venience from his plucky experiment. 
The tertian parasite is not virulent and 
Is easily killed by quinine. This has 
been administered, and Mr. Mauson 
has had no subsequent recurrence of 
fever, although a few parasites can be 
still detected in his blood.

Other recent writers 
have perhaps attained a greater popu- 
larity for t.'.e moment, but it is doubt- 
fvl if any has achieved so lasting a po- 
sition in American letters.

ells' work in connection with The 
North American Review will consist In 
contributing to every issue an article 
commenting upon the literary move- 
ments and tendencies of the month. 
He will also review occasional books 
of general and recognized importance. 


Simultaneously with the restoration 


of the "Easy Chair," In the December 
number the "Editor's Study" will be 
revived by Henry Mills Aldeu, whose 
ripe pippripnee as editor of The Mag- 
azine and literary adviser of the house 
for 80 years makes him particularly fit- 
ted for the task.

up in the worst part of the Roman 
Campagna. A spot was selected near 
Ostia, in a part of the Campagna 
which is so Infested by malaria that 
no one who spends a night there under j 
ordinary conditions escapes the effects ! 
of the poison. Drs. Sambon and Low I 
of the School of Tropical Medlcise and I 
Signor Terzl, an Italian artist, with ' 
two Italian servants, entered upon 
their residence In the mosquito proof 
j 


hut in June. 
Since then they have 


boon at liberty to go where they like ' 
during the flay, as the mosquitoes only ; 
feed during the night, but from an ' 
hour before sunset to an hour after | 
sunset they remained In the hut. They j 
take no quinine or other drug which 
might be regarded as a prophylactic- 
Inasmuch as the "malarial" season 
•will not be over for another six weeks 
the experiment is not yet finished. 
The omens for success, however, are 
propitious. 


A rumor having been circulated in 


Italy that the experiment had proved 
a failure the British Medical Journal 
made inquiries at the School of Tropi- 
cal Medicine. At its instance the ten- 
ants of the mosquito proof hut were 
visited on Sept. 12 by Professor Grass!, 
who was accompanied by Drs. Voe 
and Foa, his assistants, by Professor 
Boss! of Cagliari and by Dr. Zupltxa, 
assistant to Professor Voeht at the 
Hamburg School of Tropical Medicine. 
The result was the following telegram 
to Dr. Mao son: 


Assembled in British moxjnlto proof hut. Had, 


having- verified perfect health of experimental 
•mid malaria stricken inhabitants, ItaJUn doo- 
tora salute Manson, who first formulated moiqulto 
malarial theory.

Commenting upon this the British 


Medical Journal says: "We may now, 
with as much confidence as the uncer- 
tainty of human things warrants, look 
forward to a successful completion of 
this important experiment. It is clear 
that if the formula, 'No mosquito, no 
malaria," docs not contain the whole 
truth of the matter, it may for prac- 
tical purposes be taken as a guiclin? 
principle by colonists and pioneers in 
tropical climes." 


What may be regarded for practical 


purposes as an experiment of the same 
kind as that not yet completed in the 
Roman Campagna is cow being con- 
ducted in west Africa, 
Dr. Elliott, a 


member of the Liverpool expedition 
sent to Nigeria some time ago to inves 
tlgate the subject of malarial fever, ha* 
recently returned to England. He re- 
ports that the members of the erpedi 
tlon have been perfectly well, although 
they have spent four months in some 
of the most malarious spots. 
They 


lived practically among marshes nnr\ 
other places supposed to be the most 
deadly. They have not kept the fever 
off by the use of quinine, but thej 
attribute their Immunity to the care- 
ful use of mosquito nets at night 


As a compliment to the preventive 


experiments in the Campagna, it ws.« 
arranged that attempts should be 
made to prove that malaria would be 
contracted by a perfectly healthy per 
•on, who had never entered a "malar 
lous" locality, if he were bitten b: 
mosquitoes brought thence.

tory, which had had HO previous oppoi 
tunity of obtaining fever parasite- 
were to be fed In Rome on patients I 
whose blood the parasites of tertl.i 
ague were ascertained by the mien 
scope to be present. The insects woi. 
then to be sent to London and fed (•• 
vegetable Juices until proper time hn 
been given fer the fever germs to renc1 
their venom glands. They were thei 
to bo liberated In a small roosquitr 
house in -which one or more health,; 
Englishmen, who had never been In n 
malarious country, were asleep. ID 
pursuance of this programme threi 
batches of anopheles were fed In Ronu> 
by Dr. Bastlanelll on three separata 
patients suffering from tertian fever 
and were forwarded In cages to the 
London School of Tropical Medicine.

Democratic Candidates lor Registers ol 


Deeds Must Take Out Papers. 


Republicans all Right 


The democratic nominations for re- 


gisters of deeds have been Illegally 
made and the republicans narrowly 
missed making a similar mistake. 


A new question has arisen regarding 


the nominating of candidates for these 
offices. Heretofore It has been the cus- 
tom to place In nomination In the coun- 
ty conventions of both parties the can- 
didates for registers in the three dis- 
tricts. At the republican county con- 
vention in Pittsfield Monday, A. B. 
Mole of Adams caused Quite a sen- 
sation by announcing- that the old me- 
thod of nominating registers was il- 
legal, according- to the opinion of At- 
torney General Knowlton 
communi- 


cated to him that morning:. The opin- 
ion of the attorney general, Mr. Mole 
declared, was that to be legal the no- 
minations must be made by the dele- 
gates from the separate districts, each 
district naming its own man, and not 
by the county convention as a whole. 


To be sure about the matter, dele- 


gates to the county convention resolved 
themselves into three conventions, rep- 
resenting the north, middle and south 
register districts, and 
proceeded 
to 


nominate candidates. Then the nomi- 
nees of these separate conventions 
were brought before the county conven- 
tion as a whole a,nd nominated by It. 
These proceedings put the candidates 
in nomination by the old and new wav 
and were adopted to guard against 
mistake. 


John Parker of this city, who was 


chosen secretary of the* county con- 
vention, received a letter from Secre- 
tary of State Olin this morning fully 
corroborating the statements made by 
Mr. Mole and showing that the precau- 
tion of having the separate conventions 
saved the nominations for register of 
deeds in the thrse districts from beinsr 
illegal. The letter was written by the 
secretary on receiving the official re- 
turns from the county convention and 
evidently before receiving the official 
returns of the spearate conventions 
which duly nominated the reutisters. 
The receipt of these returns will re- 
move the eaus^ for the objection the 
eecertary of state raises and allow the 
names of the register nominees to be 
placed on the official ballot without 
more ado. As the democratic nomina- 
tions were made in the old way it will 
be necessary for them to take out no- 
mination papers as the proceedinsrs of 
the democratic convention were illegal.

delegates. The latter formed at Tem- 
perance hall and marched to thf> chapel 
in a body. Rev. J. C. Ivers was cele- 
brant of the mass and he was attended 
by Fathers McGee and O'Malley. Revs,. 
P. J. Harkins, D. F. McGlllicuddy and 
C. J. Sullivan sat In the sanctuary. 
During the mass Father Harkins. the 
pastor, criticised the small attendance 
of delegates at the services. liev. Fr. 
Ivers preached an excellent sermon. 


At the convention, Secretary Leon- 


ard's report showed the union mem- 
bership to be 4777, contained in 63 so- 
cieties.

Wor- 
cester— 1SD9, 1404; 1900, 14G3. Berkshire

33. There has been a gain on the whole 
although the membership has fallen off 
In some counties. The total receipts 
were J1120; balance on 
hand, 
J521; 


showing the expenditures to be $59C. 
The treasurer's resort was similar re- 
garding- the finances. 


The reports of the credential commit- 


tee and the financial officers followed. 
The number of delezates indicated by 
the credentials was 185. The attend- 
ance was c'o'nsiderecl a Oaofl one. The 
reports of the secretary and treasurer 
were referred to the auditing commit- 
tee as read.

year's field day besani. 


Northampton presented Its claims. 


Railroads, electrics, hotels ankl parks- 
were metropolitan and equal to any. 
The field day, they believe, was clearly 
due to Northampton. The county so- 
cieties, all tut St. Mary's society, which 
refused to attend, were united In de- 
siring the field day. It had been ten 
years since the field day had been held 
there. Fitchburg also presented its 
claims in behalf of the St. Bern'ard so- 
ciety.

one, the Toung Men's institute of 
Westfield; Hampshire county reported 
a gain of twenty in the Father Mathow 
Society of Northampton; Franklin was 
holding its own. 


The report of the first ballot gave a 


total of 166 votes cast. Fitchburg- se- 
curing 68, Northampton, county, 59, 
North Adams 30, St. Mary's 8; as 86 
Votes were necessary to a choice a new 
ballot was ordered. At the second bal- 
lot Fitchburg gainted. securing 83 bal- 
lots, Northampton, county, 53, North 
Adams 30, with one blank. It was 
evident that the St. Mary's of North- 
ampton were throwing .their vote for 
Fitchburg rather than for their sister 
societies of that city. On the third bal- 
lot Fitchburs secured 85 votes of the 
166 ballots cast, Northampton receiving 
55 and North Adams 26. -
